At present the track holds 
but two records. Isith at iiifnsiueutl.v run distances. First Wliip’s one mile and tifty-tive yards and Hub- 
bard’s two and three-.iuarter miles, tile latter m.ule as loiiK aso as 1S73. 

As the traditiomil battle Kruuiid of the s<-leet etiiiine hosts of the country at large, it seems betitting 
that their clashing in splendid striving should bring Saratoga a Is-ttcr representation iu tiie big table of 
re<-«rds of Xortli .\nierican racing. Hence, if the new track meets expectations in that regard, horsemen 
in general will Is- well jdeased. 

Kstablisliment of new track records is common, the present Empire City meeting furuisliing an ei- 
aiu]de. Hut tlie making of a new record for tlie v.hole eouutr.v is ditticult of accomplishment, for the 

reason that tliose now existent an- exceedingly fast and hard to suiiaiss. Only one new mark has gone 

into the records so far this year, it bi'ing I’if Jr.’s one mile and seventy .vards iu 1:41%, at IKiuglas Hark, 
May IS). So if hois s iu regard to new records at Saratoga are realiwd it will lx? acw'pted testimony to 
the tliorough and ciTective way iu which trackmaster Myer has done his work of reconstruction, as well 
as to the suiierlative sjiecd of the horses, wliich may gain the fame of liaving made tlie new reconls.

Saratoga Bacing May Decide 
the Real Champion of 

That Division.

New York, July 23. — With about half of the 1918 
raeiiig season ovi-r, the iiuestioii as to whieli is tli«- 
iM-st tlir*x'-.vei:r-<d<l of tlie year n-iiiaiiis unanswerfd. 
Pnilial'ly Saratoga will furnish tlie answer. Still 

again it may not la- definitely decided until late 
ill the fall at I’imihxi or Linrel. However, the 

rieli tlin-e-year-old slak<*s at Saratoga will afford 
an opiHirtunity to dio-ide the eliampioiisliip of tile 
division and it is not at all unlikely tliat Ix'fore 
till* end of .\ngiist we may lx* hailing Joliren, War 
(’loud. Jack Hare Jr., Tlie Porter, I’apji. Tippity 
Witeliet. or some eatididale less «-onsidered at this 
time as the ehaiiipioii. One thing is <a-rtaiii. tliere 
will tx‘ SOUK* wonderful racing at the Sjia next 
month and none will lx- liunll.r any more interesting 
tlian tlH- battle ro.val among the tlinH'-year-olds. 

Wliile s«mi*‘ are pnxdaimiug War Cloud the Ix"st 
of the tlir«H‘-year-o!ds,_ since liis impressive victory 
ill the Dwyer Stakes, it sis-ms quite absurd to place 
the crown on the M.u-omtier colt on the result of 
that one rata*. Esixa-ially is this so wdieii attention 
is calle<l to the fact that ever.v condition (weather, 
track and racing luck) was favorable to War Cloml. 
TriK- eiioiigli, in tliat race lie administered a de- 
«dsive defeat to the Whituey «adt Johreu. and to 
that s|saal luarvid Jack Hare Jr. It is also true 
that Colonel .\pplegate’s g<xxl colt gave him a 
stning “argunu'nt” right down the long stn'teli, 
Imt these two made Joiiiam hxik cheap and faint- 
]i<‘arled from llie time they were two hundred yards 
on tladr jounie.v and the farther they went, the 
worse it bsiked for tin' sou of Six-armiut — Miueola. 

JOHBEN NOT AT HIS BEST. 

Of course, it is ixjssihU- Johreu ma.v not hav«‘ lx‘en 
at his lM*st that <hiy, although iioixxl.v liapixnied to 
think of tliat Is-fore the i;u-e. Tliej- felt that they 
bad the eomliined skill and wisdom of Albert Simons 
and James ICowe Ixdiiinl their g«xxl opinion of Jidireii 
anil that the eolt would lx- fit to give liis best 
ill the race, but even at that, be did not run 
«'vcu eredilalily, iiiiieh less U|i to bis previous 
IHTformam-es. It may lx* that the long triii to 
and back from Latonia, where he won tlie laitoiiia 
Ih-rby. may liave affectinl him as it did Cudgel after 
his irip to Keutuoky earlier iu the year. 

-\l au.v rate, it is Iiardly fair or good judgment 
to east aside Jolireu afti'r his brilliant victories iu 
tlie Ikdmoiit Stakes, laitoiiia Derby and other races. 
With a goixl long n-st, Johreu should lx‘ in tip top 
I'oiidition for Saratoga and at his best, the Wliitiiey 
i-olt will ivturii his lost laurels. Is the opinion of 
uiaii.v good judges. 

In <-onsidering the promiueut contenders for the 
tliree-year-old crown. Jack Hare Jr. is not to be 
overlookisl. The Applegate eolt is possessed of a 
Wonderful turu of sixosl aud uuflinehiug gameiiess. 
It is doubtful if aiiylxxl.v ever saw Jack Hare Jr. 
oiitgamed iu a finish. Some critics said that War 
Cloud oiitgamed him in the finish for the Dw.ver 
Stakes at Aqueduct, but iiothiug could be further 
from the truth. The splemiid sou of Polymelus— 
Dreamy oustayed him and won with something to 
spare Ixa-ause lie was the freshest horse at the 
finish, but uo horse ever finished witli more real 
liiilldog courage aud gameuess than diil Jack Hare 
Jr. ill that same race. He was giving up ever.v 
ounce that was in him aud he ucver fliuehed for 
even the smallest fraction of a second, until the 
race liad been won aud lost. Jack Hare Jr. has Ix-eii 
laci-d more tliau any of the other top-notch threo- 
year-olds. but seems to thrive on racing and has 
won the majorit.v of the rai'cs iu which be has Ix'eii 
engaged. 

THE PORTER HIGH-CLASS COLT. 

.\iiotlier thrif-year-old to c<>nie in for can*ful 
i-oiisideratinn is E. B. MeIx-au’s liighly prized 
Sweep colt The I’orter. which carried everything 
Iwfori' liim iu Kentucky. Astute turfmen, who have 
wx n The I’orter rai-e tliis year, pronounce him an 
idi'al t.vix: of the thoroughbred race horse and pre- 
dict for liim a brilliant careiT. His owner and 
trainer are eoufideut that before the eoueliisioii 
of the Saratoga meeting. The Porter will be bailed 
as tlie Ix-st of his age. The eolt is now at Sara- 
toga in charge of trainer John Schorr, who lias had 
nion: than u fail- measure of siieeess with the 
Mcra-au horses since taking charge of the Washing- 
ton turfman’s stable. 

Papp, the Futurity winner of last year, is show- 
tag signs of roumling into form afti:r meeting a 
training mishap earlier in the fseason. Tills eidt is 
cue of tlie largest homes in training aud, when 
liglit. will be a liard one to lx*at.

Ills ix’rfomianee roused the crowd from its las- 
situde and it grei-tisl the Arthur candidate with 
wild arelaim ii|M>n his return to the scales. He 
earni-d liis portion of praise by Ills six-etaeiilar 
IH'rformanee. I’nprepareil at tlie start, Ensor was 
i-outeiit to guide liim down to the rail, where lie 
followed far back until the half mile ]X)st was 
readied. Tlieii with an electric burst of s|xfd, lie 
raced up to his o)iiwuents and won going away 
ill the easiest fasliion. St. Isidore shouldered his 
weiglit in good style aud, wliile tiring from his 
pacemaking, lastixl long enough to save second 
plai-e honors from tlrestes. 

Tixlay’s heat served to affect tlie attendance, 
which was not up to staudard. 

Tlie Kentuekians were handed a surjirise pack- 
age in tlie oix-ning race, when Marion Goosby was 
easily beaten by African Arrow. Scratebes re- 
due»*d tlie field in tliis rae«‘ to eigiit starters. 
African Arrow, a well-bred English eolt in the 
Calumet Stable, was most fancied b.v the easterners 
and. after racing his oiqMiiieuts into defeat in the 
first lialf, drew away into a big lead and won 
easixl up. Marion Gooshy’s race was a gixnl one, 
blit lie liad uo dianee with the winner. 

.loliii Sanford’s Tracery i-olt Gatli had an easy 
time in the sei-ond race, leading throughout and 
drawing away into a big lead at the end. 

Guelaiid’s sii|XTiority over lii.s opixmeuts in the 
mile dash for tlirixi-year-olds robbed the race of 
much interest. It was onl.v a question of how 
many lengths lie M'ould win by. Janies Butler’s 
Baiitrv ran a gixx! race, hut could not keep up 
wltli the flying leader, although he hung on gamely 
to the end. 

Frank Weir saddled tlie winner of tlie fifth rai-e 
in W. E. Applegate’s Hamiltou A. He set a fast 
pace all the wa.v and had a safe margin at tlie 
end, with Midnight Suu aud Currency second and 
tliirU respectively. 

FIRST-TIME STARTER A WINNER. 

Be Frank, a first starter, earrj'ing the colors 
of tlie Calumet Stable and practically overlooked 
by tlie oral six-eiilators, scored a well earned vic- 
tory ill the .losing race, eijualling the track record 
for five-eighths of a mile. lueideiitally it was the 
second success of the day for the Calumet Stable, 
.\frieaii Arrow wiuuiug for it in the first race. 

Since Sea Pirate liua demonstnited that he is a 
good youngster, traiucr John Shields will start the 
eolt only once more at this course and then ship 
liim to Saratoga to prepare him for hi.s several 
stake engagements. Tlie Tyree eolt is eligible to 
all the rich two-year-old events at the Sixi, except 
the Hoiicful Stakes. 

Ticklish has been added to starter Cassidy’s school 
for bad actors. 

Milky Way II and Tactless II. have passed from 
the Kentucky Stable to A. U. Morris hy private 
sale. 

Tlie McBride stable was shipped to Saratoga 
today. 

The manugemeiit has set apart Monday. Jul.v 
21), as Bed Cross day. The liberal eoiitrihution 
wliieh Aqueduct’s day afforded, is an indication o# 
what may be exix?eted from the great crowds wliich 
liavc patronized the Y'oukers course.

— Most everyone who has .it- 
teiided a race me«-ting during tlie past ten or twelve 
years will rememls-r George Sw.iin, once a good 
j<N-key. then an owner and trainer, now a soldier 
and. it miglit be added, one wliose patriotism can 
never Ik- tpiestioned. 

If ever a man joined the army and was delighted 
willi liis ch.-inge of snrronndiiigs. it is George Swain. 
“1 would not have missed wearing this iiidforin and 
tlie sIkk-s and leggings for anything in the whole 
world.” said Swain, “and if ever.v eligihlo to llio 
ranks d<M-s not get out and Inu-kle on a iiack. then 
lie d<N-s not know what he is missing. 

"I never knew wli.-it liealtli was until I went into 
camp. ,\t first I used to get leg-weary and tin-d 
after a Idke. hut now I can pick ni) my jiack and 
hike ahiiig for miles without getting exhausted. 
When I get baek to camp I can eat the bone of a 
juicy steak with relish. Don’t think wo are sliort 
on good things to eat. either. We get excellent 
fiHMl — the iK-st that can Ik* honsht. and pleiitj' of it. 
We liavo no worries in camp life. We work linrd. 
eat well and sle.-p well and liave plenty of aninse- 
mi-nt. Ill fact, a camp is just a liappy family 
party. 

“I have met many Iki.vs who used to follow racing 
for a liveliluMHl, and some of them are harill.v recog- 
nizalile pli.vsii-all.v. From sloin h.v. don’t-care sort 
of cliaps. they are now straight np and down with 
military lK-:iring and I<Kjk like n-al men. Wliat is 
more. ever.vlKiiiy sm-ms li.-ippy, and all are anxious 
to get alKiard for ‘over tin-re.’ It is a great life. 

EXPECTS TO GO OVER SOON. 

“I am in the .3,38) h Iiif.-iiitry Supply Company, 
which means we are tin- warehouse for the w’lole 
outfit. Sometimes I drive a team. Tin* next job is 
tlirowing barrels and iKixes aruninl that’ 1 would have 
ldn‘il a iKirter to lift in ila.rs gone liy. Now doing 
sncli things is an aninseineiit and a pleasure. I 
i-xiKK-t we shall Ik* going across soon, as we have 
been lironglit on from Camp Custer and landed at 
Camp Mills.

George Odom Declares Son of 'Whisk Broom n. Is 
the Fastest Horse He Ever Trained. 

New York, July 23. — “I never trained a faster 
horse than Flags,” said G**orge Odom after the son 
of Whisk Broom II. — Inangnral had won the Maho- 
jiae H.-iiidieap at Empire City. “I have had .some 
fast ones, too. iiK-Indiiig that old mare Folly Lev.v. 
wideh ran like a stn*ak when slie felt like it, but 
tills gelding Flags is certainly a rniiner. He lias 
shown me a quarter in twenty-two seconds in bis 
work under favorable eonditioiis, but not until the 
Mahop.-ie did lie eonvinei* me he is the fastest horse 
for a short distance in the eonntr.v. 

“Wlielher he will Ik* anything but a sprinter is 
doubtful, but in t!in*e-qn.-irters races he has ever.v 
qn.alifieatioii. Not -oiil.r is he fast, hut la* handles 
his scale weight just as readily as lie does a light 
iiii|Kist. 3'hat lie is game was also demonstrated. 
He and Star Sp.iiigled had had a battle for nearly 
five-eightlis. but wlieii I.yke liit him with the whip 
alKint a hninlred yards from the finish, iie galloiK*d 
right away from Star Spangled. Of eonrsi* it may 
liave Ikkii tliat Star Spangled was tiring a bit, but 
Flags seemed to jump away when lie felt the cut 
of the whip. 

“This sliows Flags liad something left in him at 
tiie closi*, or he would not have resiKiiided so qiliekly. 
It is iKissilile he will turn out to be another Rose- 
Ik*ii. His only fanit Is at the start. He seems to 
dwell for a fraction of a sei-onil when the liarrier is 
rais.*il and tliereliy losi*s ground. But lie is so fast, 
lie soon makes it np. Yet this habit may eansi* 1dm 
to lose races, as In* may not gi*t clear sailing at all 
limes.’’ 

According to the official timer, the fraction of 
an eightii, wideh eonstitntes the “alKiiit” on the Em- 
pin* coiir.si*, was run in nine and tliree-fiftlis sei*- 
oinls and the next eighth, which is np grade, was 
eover«-d in 22 si-eoiids.

again in li)17 )ij- j. Livingston’s Aiiierieaii, the lat- 
ter carrying 11.5 ]Kiunds and Gnat 102. Flags car- 
ried 12ii )Hiniiiis in his rai-i*.

Few owners were shrewder than Griffin who. in the 
later years of ids turf eari-i-r, was known as “Halter 
Toiiiiiiy.’’ owing to his lialdt of hii.viiig and elaiming 
hors»-s out of selling rai-es, Oiii- of his most siii-i-ess 
fill metlaMis was the hnyiiig of a iinmlK-r of yi-nrliiigs 
and ediieatiiig tliem for spring racing.

MATCHEM LINE IN THIS COUNTRY 

Lo-.it Its Most Famous Representative When 
Old Hastings Finally Passed Away. 

“When Il.astings died the most famous represen- 
tative of the Matehem line in Anieric.-i was re- 
niov(-d,” writes C. E. Brossmtin. “It is a fact 
well known to all students of thoronglibred horse 
|K*digr«*es that the male lines founded by the famous 
race hnrsi-s. Eclipse. Herml .and Mateliein. have dom- 
inated the English tnrf for generations. Itivalr.v 
existed among lireeders in tlios** times as well as 
now. each claiming sniK*riority for his own partii n- 
l.-ir strain, lint as time went on and tin- MikkI of 
tlie desi-emlaiits of these tlin*e gr--at sires lieeanie 
iiiteriniiigled, the increasing iMitem y of the hleiKl of 
each became manifest, until now breeders ilesin- to 
have their horses triii-e baek to all of these cele- 
brated sires as many times as iKissible. 

“Mateliein was the b«-st representative of the Go- 
dolphin .Xrahiiin line, and tlie latter w:is the last 
Oriental horse from which the British tnrf derived 
IKisitive and iierinancnt advantage. Tlie *-arl.v Eng- 
lish lireedei-s found the .\ratdan stock to eonstitiite 
an oxeelh-iit cross niKin tlie Barb, Turk and Spanish 
nian^s. the foiindatioii stock of tin* Britisli turf. 
Tile Royal Sp.-iidsh horse was a descend.-int of Orien- 
tal stock of B.-irl) and Moorish origin, therefore it is 
not iiirirohahle tliat the wild horses of the western 
plains — tin* •mustangs’ and jKinies of Texas and 
Mexico — were descendants of horses that escaped or 
were turned loose from the j!l-fated exiK-ditiou com- 
manded by D<* Soto, wlien, as the first white man. 
he gazed n|K)ii the waters of the liroad and iK-antifiil 
Mississippi, It is not l•nre:^sonal>le, therefore, to 
siipiMise tliat the vigor .and euduram-e diseovereil in 
these imiiies 1)}' the army during the recent invasion 
into Mexico, can 1 m* attributed to the Oriental bliKMl 
in tliem, descended from tlieir ancient ancestors, 
and by eonst.-int inbreeding remained reasoiiabl.v 
imre, deteriorating only tliniugh want of feed and 
attention. From the Arabian bk-od was aeqniriKl 
Sliced, from the Barb stoutness and stride, while 
from the Turk was obtained increa.se in height and 
length. 

“Of all of the siiec<*ssful foreign stallions imported 
into Englaiid in an early day, tin* fame of the two 
great Arabians, the Dariey and the GiKlolphin. 
has swallowed np all the rest. The lK*st English 
and .\inerieaii liOrses trace many times to the blooil 
of these two horses and it has lK*eii an everlasting 
iK-nefit to lm*eilers' everywhere. The GiKlolpIiiii 
.\rid>ian was imported into England by Mr. (5K>k and 
it was strongly silsjieeted that he was stolen, as no 
IH-digree was obtained with him or the least item 
given ,-is to Itis history. The only noti«*e given was 
that he was foaled in 1724. He was eventually 
presented to tlie Earl of Godolphiii, at whose stii'i 
lie was kept as a vassal to Hobgoblin, the premier 
stallion of tlie estahlishment. but no mares wer«- 
ever si-nt to Ids court, until one day Hobgoblin 
refused to cover Roxana and she was given to th ■ 
einl)rai-»*s of the Araldan. Tlie produce was th-.* 
lK*:uitifnl, elegant and sensational raet* liorse L-itli. 
in tlie g(*iieral opinion of the horsemen of tli.-it day, 
tlie liest that had ,-ipp«*ared on the turf siin-e the 
days of Flying Childers. 

“Tlie Araliian eoiitinued lo serve for tin* n*niainder 
of Ids life in tin* same stud, iiriMlneing .vearly a 
snoeessioii of high-chi.ss liors**s and. wlien lie die<l 
in 1753. in ids twent.v-nintli year, he was deia-ntly 
Iniried iind cakes anil ale wen* given at his funeral. 
The eomidele Matehem male line, as it mines to 
ns from the Godoliihin Arabian down, is as follows: 
Godidphin Arahiaii, ' Cade, Mateliein, Condnetor. 
Trnm|K*ter. Sorc<-rer, Coinns, Humphrey Clinker, Mel- 
iKnirne. West Anstrali.-iii, Anslraliiin, Siiendthrift 
and Hastings. 

INFIRMITIES OF GREAT SIRES. 

“We are informed by tlie archives of the tnrf that 
Soreen'r and (^omi)s wore hlinil, that ITnmiihrey 
Clinker roared and that Jlelhouriie had bad legs, 
but prominent sires in the other lines were not 
without their infirmities. Lexington was blind. Vir- 
gil was blind and Urliiei* Charlie was a roarer — 
tliree of tin* best sires ever in America. For a 
great niimlK-r of years Australian was alKiiit the only 
reiiri*.sentative of tlio Mateliein male line we liad 
in tlie United Stales, hut in 1.8.S6. the late J. B. 
Haggin, always alert to the lM*st breeding interests 
Ilf the eonntry. iiii|K>rted into California, from Aus- 
tralia, the great race liorse Dan*biu, liy The I*»*er, 
wliieli was a son of MellMinriie, imported into Aus- 
tralia from England. 

“.MellMinriie, the sin* of West Australian, the first 
winner of the Triide Crown !ind tlie best tliree- 
year-olil in England in IS.Ttl. and Tin* Ueer, was 
one of the most famous sires of :ill time, his get 
won the Derliy twi«-e. Oaks three times, St. Leger 
twice*. Two Thousand Guineas twin*. One Thons.-uid 
Guineas twim, iKineaster Cup, Gn*at Metropolitan 
Clip twice, Goeidwood Cup twice. Ascot Cup twice 
and Cainliridgeshire Cnp, siring tlie winners of niiie- 
te<*n of the great el.-issieiil events of England. 

“ImiKirted Australian was a good race horse 
and a gn*.-it sire. Among other not(*d horses 
S|M*ndtlirift, Felloweraft, Wildidle, Rutherford. 
SpringlMik, Baden Baden, Farfaletta (dam of Fal- 
setto), Maggie' B. B. (dam of IriKinois), were sireil 
by Idi.i. While this line has never lK*en so impnlar 
or its deseend.-ints so nninerous as that of the lines 
of Eelijise or IleriKl, it is indeed one of gr«*at 
merit, for, as a rule, mares by horses of tliis male 
line have always proved their value in the stud, 
and wlien we rei-all that Beeswing, Giantess, 
Bro\*-n Agnes, Peiielo|M*, Miss T»viekenimin, Blink 
Bonny, Maggie B. B., Farf.-ileltii, Emma (;. (dam 
of Commando) and a )iost of other sturdy pro- 
diu-ers were sired by horses tliat trace to ilatehem, 
\ye must adpiit tliat, whatever the olijeetious to it 
are, these dniigliti-rs liave jilayed a mighty im|M>rt- 
aiit part in the history of the tnrf, and no doubt 
the d.-iiigliters of Hastings in years to come will 
Ik* eagerly souglit after and highly prized as sne- 
(a*ssfiil stud matrons. Hastings, like Ids siie, 
8iM-iidthrift, was a giMKl r.-u-e liorsi*, and after 
lM*iiig retired from racing and placed in the stud, 
eoniiii.-indi-d a prominent iMisition as a sire from tin* 
first year his progeny ap|M-ared on the turf. 

“It is gratifying to tliat class of American 
horsemen who believe in fin* suiM-i-iorit.v of the old. 
stout, rugged Anierieau-hred race liorse to know 
that the recent winner of tlie Irish Oaks, Golden 
Maid, is a lineal desis-ndant in tin* male line from 
tile inimortal lM*xiugton. While the mares from 
tliat line have always lK*eii held in the highest es- 
tiH-m, the stallions east of the Rocky Mountains 
were rather dis<-ar<led in favor of supiMisedly nion* 
fasldoiiahly-lired ones from England and France. 
For Ik* it reiiieiiilR*red tin* •K'digree of I-exiiigton is 
barred from the English Stud Ihsik. Nniiierons 
horses, i-arr.viiig the liluod of Lexington in their 
veins, at different iM*riiMls, liave won the great 
English el.issies and defeat<*d the c-reain of tin* 
Kiiglish Stud ItiMik on English soil, for the IiIimkI 
of lM*.\iiigton is not to be denied, wlierever bors<*s 
race. 

LEXINGTON PRESERVED IN CALIFORNIA. 

"Several proiiiiiieiit bn-eders in tlds eouiitry who 
breed for sale and liad. iK-fore tin* great war. a 
large English clientele, for iM*eiiidary reasons 
sought to priMlin-e yearlings that would sell to the 
foreign euslouiers on pedigree at the highest pos- 



sible price, witliiint any n*gard to the iinprove- 
ment of tlie breed in America, and as there was a 
lirejinliee in Kiigluinl against LM*xiugton. tiny tired 
what tlieir foreign eiistoiiiers wanted and wmdd pay 
well for. It was in California that tlie male line 
of Lexington was b«*st pn*served. 3'hrongh Norfolk. 
Mond.-i.v. son of Colton; tiriiiste.ad. .sou of Giln.v, and 
other sons and grandsons, this valnahle IiIikk! nm- 
ally erossed on Glencoe mares, has left an impres- 
sion on tlie bloodstock of the coast tliat ■will *k* of 
benefit for all time to come. 

“What an illnstrioiis f.-imilty it is: Emperor of 
Norfolk, the best horse of his day, son of Norfolk, 
till* lM*st of Ids time, son of the immortal Lexington, 
son of the niight.v Boston, all race horses of the 
higliest tym*. ea«-h ehainpioii of Ids time, and in- 
deed their very names are synonyms for siM-eil, 
g.-mieness and eiulnraiif-e. 

“I’he stallion Jack Atkin is riehl.v endowed with 
this hloiHl on Ids dam’s side. Ills first dam is hy 
KniiM'ror of Norfolk, hy Norfolk, which was by I>*x- 
ington. dam Novice, hy GleneiK*; seisind dam by 
Griiisfead. son of tlilroy, wideli was hy rM*xingtoii. 
dam the famous Magmdia. by GleneiM*; tliird diim 
by Virgil, by Vandal, hy C.leiieoe; fourth dam 
Blunder, hy Lexington, dam Blonde, hy (Uenem*. 
So it will Ik* seen tliat Ids dam is full of the I>*x- 
ington-Gleii<-op cross. Jack Atkin was a first-elass 
race liorse and is proving to be a tirst-elass sire. 

“In this grand scramble to secure im;>orted stock 
we onglit not to overlmik and discard our tested and 
approved strains, for there are none hi'tter. .M one 
time we came mighty near losing the male line of 
Gleneo**, for niitil tlie great Virgil was r»*siirreeted 
we wore in daiigi'r of having no male n*preseiitative 
of that line at all. Virgil himself had so far de- 
sr*eiiiled in the social scale that ho was assigned 
the nieidal duty of drawing a hnggy, when a liii-ky 
ineiileiit recalled Idin to the stud, wliere he after- 
ward enjoyed a reputation second to none in Amer- 
ica. Had he not been recalled, what .-) void there 
would have lM*en in tnrf history. 

“If the illnstrioiis deeds ih*rf(>nneii h.v tlie great 
Hindoo and the might.v Hanover and otlier desi-en- 
ilanls were wi)ied cut of .\moriean tnrf liistory. 
there would Ik* a blank so great it eonld hardly 
Ik* a)>pr<>eiate(I. (loldeii Maid, the winner of last 
.Year’s Irish Oaks, is h.y Golden RimI. .a son of 
.\meriens. hy EniiK*ror of Norfolk, therefore, it will 
be noticed, th.it tliis same IiIikmI is winning stakes 
on Ixith sides of tlie .\tlantie and slioidd tK* sought 
after wherever it can be iiroenn*d. It would Ik* a 
sad eoinnientary on the astuteness of the .\iiierieaii 
breeder if he were obliged to go to England to 
n-snrrei-t a strain of bloiHl that is distini-tl.v Amerl- 
ean. Jndieionsly erossed with the b**st of the foreign 
stiK-k, this vigorous strain of the old .\iiierieaii thor- 
oughbred will tend to improve tin* hreml and satis- 
faetor.v results .are iilinost certain to follow. 

“It eert.-iinl.v does seem to be a calamity that a 
great breeding state like California, with natural 
advantages in tliat line nnd that annually sent 
winning stables over tin* nioiintaiiis to the eastern 
shore and Saratoga, Khoiihl Ik* so liani]K*red by fan- 
ati(-iil laws, prf*jndi<s* anil spite, so as to wrw-k one 
of the gr**atest industries in the state, for racing 
will go on and p«*ople will have it. If tln-.v can’t 
have it in one place, the.v will go to another and 
only tlie citizens of the states that prohibit racing 
an* tlie losers.”

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SMALL MARES MAKE BEST BROODMARES 

Advisability of Giving Preference to the Smaller 
Type of Brood Matrons Pointed Out. 

TIh> <|u«'sti»n as to wliotlier height and smallness 
form |ijirt of a «'oniiH»iiiid of sexual elianieters in 
mammals has Iss-n often and widely disi’ussed, but 
to 1113 - rtMsdhs'tion it has never been ,-ommented ui>on 
in a way as to n-nder it of inU'rest to the sto<-k- 
bitHMler. Of eourse, bioloKists eaiinot close tlieir 
«‘y«‘s to tlH‘ fact that in certain s>*ecies amoiiRst the 
liiRlier prade of mammals, particularly iii those 
which livtsl uu.ier the primitive conditions, and 
which were never ex|K>stsl to such influen<'es of 
environnieiit as have determined sometim«*s marvel- 
lous chances in the <sdoration and «-oiiformation of 
ra«-es, heipht and smallness are pronounced s«'xual 
«-haractcrs. Theis- is. lor example, the sea -elephant, 
livinc in the ,\rclic xones. The male is three times 
as bic as the female. Ilowever, more imiwrtant, 
IsTliaps. than this is the fact alluded to by many 
Tolar cxploivrs, that om> may travel huudn'ds of 
miles in the hns-dinc season without stH-inc one 
barren female. ISuch and similar ol»s<‘rvations, as 
<ip|M»s 4 sl l» 3 ’ olln*rs to which I shall refer further 
la-low. have not only led to the acceptance of the 
fact that hcipht is a s»-xual character of the male 
ami MiialliH-ss of the female, but also to the admis- 
sion that this suriirisinc depre-e of pndificacy exists 
in tloisi* s|aH'ies 011 I 3 *, tin- male and female of which 
prcatly differ in siie. and other characters which, 
thoiiph common in la.th, are more pronounced in one 
s»‘X than in tlie other. 

1 have often wond>-red why the problem of oripin 
ami inheritance of sex has never laa-n dicussed in 
what, to 1113 - mind, is the onls' isissible wa 3 ‘. >Vho 
<*an d 4 *iiy the fact of the fi-male wx l»eiup the orig- 
inal and tlK* male sex the advam-e<l form of it? 
Spa<a- does not iH-rmit me to dwell on this difficult 
theme at an.v Icnpth; but I can foresw that la-fore 
hoip the Meiidcliaii interpretation of sex will be; 
Female- r»-ia-ssive to male, the former exidaiueel 
by tin- absem-e and the latter by the presence of the 
aehlitioiial fa«-tor for the male. This cannot la- mere 
coiij«a-tun-, in view e»f the fact that in every sia-cU-s 
•if mammals the male has teats, which tends to 
prove that the rudimentary form must have ta-en 
th<- f«-niale, and would have n-mained so wen- it not 
for the efficiency of the add«-d factor for male, the 
pres<-n<v of which is alUrnative to its absence. 

When in 1JHI» I «dialairated in tin- publication of 
Sir Krnest Shackletou’s Isiok on his first Polar exi»e- 
dition I was highly inten-sted in the description 
which the- biologist of the exia-ditlon, Mr. Janies 
Murra.v, pave of some sia-cies of momo-sexual 
Itotifera whi<-h proiiapates partheuogeticall 3 '; that 
is to say, by m<*ans of unimpregiiated ova. The 
maturt-d epp, and. subsc-<iHentl 3 ’, the embryo, re- 
mains ill the body, and the young are born alive. 
This undoubt<-dl 3 ' is the original form of life, which 
biologists call monism, the d<-vcloiiment of the all. 
•ir universe from a single princiide. And tlie second 
form — i. e., the male — determined by causes which 
are Is-yotid our imwers of c<inc<-ption, prest-nts itself 
in the s<-paratiou^ of the fertilizing from the epp- 
prodii«*inp eb-ment. Thus w*e have **<lualism,** the 
tw<i-folih-<lncss in tlie unit.v of Is-iiip, or the doctriue 
that tln-rt? are tw<i oinKisites and iml<-iiendentl 3 - 
existing priuciides which go to form evcrs'thiug. 

DEVELOPMENT OF SEXUAL CHAKACTER. 

The separation of the two n-prisliictive eb-iiients 
naturail 3 ' im|s»siHl diffi-n-nt duties and different 
bkmIcs of living «m the two si-xes wliich, under 
su<;ii iiifluc-nc«-s, <lev«-lop what we call sexual 
cliara«-tcrs. Certain duties of the male and particu- 
larly so in the hipiu-r order of mammals, n-«iuired 
a pr«-ater •U-gn-*- of physical strength than tlie 
fi-uiah- iii-cdcd and. then-fore, the former pradimlly 
aniuircil characters unknow, Ix-cause unnecessary, 
in th<- f<-inale. And that height is one of these gives 
in»- no doubt. Itoth sexes, naturally, must be in full 
IMissession of the sexual characters in their pun-st 
form to lx- able to fulfill proiierly the duties which 
Xatun- ordained for them. The effeminate stallion, 
howcv<-r pn-at a race horse he may have bet-n, as a 
rule is a <h-ad failure at the stud and, similarl 3 ’, 
till- t«Hi iu.-is4-uline looking broodmare. I am endeav- 
oring to show wh.v bre«-«lcrs should not for aii 3 ' 
n-axiii ciinilcmii the brtxslmare if she is onl 3 ' a ixni.v. 
Tlic.v should rather discard the big bnxxlmares 
wliich. however rationally tliey ma 3 ’ lx- bred, cannot 
IHissihly do justice to tlicir bn-eding. For m.v part, 
1 am ix-rfectl 3 ' clear on the |Hiiut that the increas- 
ing |«-rceulage of harn-nness is due to the modern 
lciidcm- 3 ' of bn-i-diug for size. One onl 3 ' needs to 
•'ouipare the interesting statistics of Admiral Itous 
in coiiiK-ction witli the size of mmlerii thoroughbreds 
and Herr vou Oittingeu's statistics with refereuce 
tii the rising scale of barn-nness during tlie past 
lift.v years to ix-n-eive a distinct t-oherenc 3 ' Ix-tween 
tlicse two features of imslern bia-edliig. Some time 
ago 1 read an inten-sting ethnological treatis pub- 
li.-h<-d in Frauc-e, in which the writer endeavored 
to ih-moustrate the reasons for the enormous amount 
of niaterult.v among tlie colored races, which, in 
the main, he, of course, attributed to the early 
Iiiatiiril 3 ' of woman. Hut incideutall 3 ' he raised the 
iiitercstiiig (luesthm: "Ma 3 " we not take it that the 

pronounted difference in size and other sexual char- 
a«-ters between man and woman has something to 
•h. with this state of affairs?” It would then bt- 
interestiiig to «|iiote from Herr von Oettiiigeii’s 
IsMik, “Horse Hreediug, in Theory and I’racticc-,” 
and to hear what he has to say on this imixirtaiit 
subject: 

“The feminine character alwa 3 ’s finds distinct 
expression with gixxl broodmares. Vamidre, the 
dam of Fl 3 'ing Fox, with her conspicuous stallion 
m-ck and unfi-minim- coarsem-ss, Ix-loiig to the 
cxc-eptioiis. and besides the llsStSI Derby winner she 
has not produced aii 3 'thiug useful. Mares with pro- 
noum-ed laxikcd tt-eth are nearly always bad dams, 
and often barren. Statistics further teach us 
tliat small, wir 3 ' mares are preferable to large so- 
«-alled show marcs. If the dams of classic winners 
are divi<led according to their conformation into 
three uiilitar 3 - classes — Horse Guards, Lancers and 
Hussars — the most approved br<xxlman-s will Ix- 
lound in the last lot. Goixl broodmares of the 
Horse Guards t 3 |x- are few. To mention a few 
Knglish iinlividiials of this class, there is tit. 
Lditlia, dam of tit. Gaticii; Morgaiictte, dam of 
iialtee More and Aid Patrick. Also Uippia, herself 
an Oaks winin-r, was a bromlmare of the Horse 
tiuards t.vjx-, but she coiihl not prixluce anythiiig 
la-ltcr than Gunia-rsbur.v even to such a good sire 
as Hermit. On the other hand, Perdita 11. and Me- 
•lora — amongst others, as may be found in the fol- 
lowing list — were of a distinct Hussar tyix-;

PROVES VALUE OF SMALL BROODMARES. 

I think this list, which, in the main distinctly 
proves the higher breeding value of small brood- 
mares, can iH- much further extended by instances 
from iiKKierii brei-ding. Hut, as for famous bnxxl- 
mares of the pres»-nt time, there is ct-rtainly none 
of the small size and the supreme class of P<x-a- 
hoiitas, Ghuzin-c ami Miami. These throe instances, 
more than an.v oth<-rs, emphasize the advisability of 
giving i>ref»-ri-u<-e to the smaller tyix- of bromlniare. 
Admiral Itous contends that, in 1700, the average 
height was 13 hands 3 inches, and that it has sini-e 
risen every- twenty-five years by one inch, which 
nu-ans that ought to be now 15 hands 3 inches. 
However, it can lx* easily asc-ertained that the height 
of the thoroughbred in England has increased much 
more <iuickly than Adniinil Rous supiM)s(;d. “The 
desire to increase height seems to me to be dan- 
gerous,” olxa-rves Herr von Oettingeu, “and it will, 
probably, soon only be ixissible at the exiiens^; of 
soundness of legs.” He concludes his criticism on 
this modern tendency to breed for size by the re- 
mark: “The most favorable size for broodman-s is 

15 hands 1 inch up to 15 hands 3 inches, or about 
two inches less than the most favorable height for 
a stallion.” I think it will be generally admitted 
that 16 hands is the ideai size for a stallion, 
and it certainly cannot lie a matter of mere co- 
incidence that this size was recorded for Sir Peter, 
Orville, Stm-kwell, Hlalr Athol, Rosierucian, Spring- 
field, Clianiant, Isononiy, Gallinule, Ayrshire, etc. 
St. Simon measiiri-d 16 hands inch, and can there- 
fore be included in this list. On the other hand, the 
17 hamls high Prince I'harlie, the 16 hands 3 inches 
high St. Serf, and — to ipiote an instance from French 
brteding — the nearly 17 hands high Maintenon, rep- 
resented a decidedly inferior standard to, that of 
their n-speetive sin-s, Hlair Athol, St. Simon and Le 
Sagittain*. We. therefore, may presume that, also 
as far us the bneding quality of stallions is cou- 
•eriu-il. the iiuKh-rii tendency of breeding for size is 
of disadvantage, rath«-r than otherwise-. A 17 hands 
high stallion apis-ars. if we t-ompare him with the 
modem average, to lx- a sort of “freak,” and, with- 
out mentioning individual cases, I think it will now 
be generally accepted that the produce of such 
giants are not so sound as to stand successfully 
the rc-«iulrements of imKlerii racing. To cut a long 
story short, the golden mean also in bioodstock 
breeding is the safest road to success. Hut it should 
be carefully c-oiisidered that there must be consider- 
able margin Ix-tween the ideal size of the stallion 
and that of the bnxximare, for reasons which, 1 
hojie, I have fully explained above. 

In one of m.v •-arlier tn-atises on Mendelism I 
have defended tlx- view that the phenomenon of 
imlividuul preixitcncy may help to throw over eer- 
tain Mendelian laws. It is asserti-d Jiy the ultra- 
Mendelian crowd that the pure dominant for bay 
cannot ixissibly pnxliK-*- a chestnut, and, as a rule, 
they raise, if exceptions of this kind csmie to their 
uotic-e, doubts as to the genuineness of the pater- 
nity- or maternity, as the case may be. Tixlay I 
am able to allmh- to an individual case which does 
not admit of the slightest sc-epticism towards its 
truthfulness. Rcxiuelaure, up to 1912, has sired 
about seventy foals, among which there is not a 
single chestnut. However,^ last 3 ’ear such a phe- 
iioim-uon arrived. It was bred by Mr. W. A. Mur- 
phy, at Olx^rstown 8tud in Irleand, dam the bay 
mart- Chinese Empress, by 8antoi — Madame 

Royale. The latter was a chestnut mare by the 
ba.v I'ucas (by St*K-kw<-ll) dam the bay Madeline 
(by Plum Pudding). That, in this particular case, 
the Stockwell element is predominant, if not om- 
niixiteut, may be gathered from the faet that her 
best son. Frustrum, by St. Simon, is a chestnut. 
As Wildfowler is a chestnut, the filly which Mad- 
ame Royale produced to him in 1903, Fast Fauuy. 
was, of i-oiirse, to be a chestnut as well. Hut 
the interesting fact in this case is that this mare, 
which was sohl to the Argentine in 1907, foaled in 
1910. 1911 and 1912 three chestnut foals to Diamond 
Jubilee, and ever.v one of them — Fantasma, Chagu- 
razo and Fripon — have proved race horses of the 
first order ami have w<iu altogether in the last 
season s<imething Ix-tween ten and twelve thousand 
IKiiimls in stakes. A similar case is that of the 
chestnut stallion, Lousb.v, sired by Desmond, also 
supiKised to lx- a pure dominant for bay. Lousby’s 
dam, Killacoona. is a chestnut mare by Phociou 
(whose dam, Photiua, was a daughter of Vneas) 
dam Killangey, a daughter of Master Kildare — 
Strathardle, a chestnut daughter of Hlair Athol. 
Thus thn-e of the male lines in the maternal breed- 
ing of Lousby trace back to Stockwell, and to all 
a|i|H-aram-e this close iiibret-ding led to such an in- 
tensification of the Stockwell element that St. Si- 
ino.-i was completely suppressed. — “Houlauger,” in 
London S|xirtiiig Life.

SIGNS OF DISTRESS 



The cooings of Ilertling are followed by the woo- 
iiigs of I’.urlan. Thert- is a tone of plaintive and 
pained siin.irist- alsmt the diK-unieiit which the Aus- 
tro-Iliingariiin foreign minister has sent to the 
premiers of the dual monarchy wliich is as touching 
and «-onvincing as llintzi-’s denials of his pan Ger- 
man and cliauvinist tendencies. “We did not start 
this war. We did not force it on Serbia any more 
tlian Germany forced it on lU-lgiuni. Serbia attacked 
us wlieii slie n-fused to agree to one iioint in tlie 
riglitcous demands we made on her, just as Itelgium 
attacki-d Gerniauj- when she refused to iM-nnit that 
countiy’s army to pass tlirough her territory. Be- 
sides, the caus<-s of tlie war have uotliing to do with 
tlie pres«-ut eouditions, and iK-ople’s minds are made 
up as to the former.’’ They an-. 

Biiriaii’s sopliistries and flatteries of I’n-sident 
Wilson are so shallow as to be almost cliildish. Mr. 
Wilson is likely to lie as mueli impn-ssed by the 
compliments which the Austrian fon-ign minister 
has paid to his genius as he is by the disclaimers 
of an.v desin- on the part of the Teuton iiowers to 
fons- their will on Kiiroite and ultimately the world. 
By their acts .ve shall know tiieni; and wlien Baron 
Buriau sa.vs that if the Entente .Ulies regard the 
so-cnlh-d iH-ai-e treaties witli Bussia and Itoumania 
as a warning of Teuton treatment of a defeated 
enemy the reproach is not justified, tlie answer is 
“Bosh!’’ Of course, they are the most significant 
and practical demonstrations which can lx- con- 
ceivisl of the alms and intentions of the enemy. 
Not that tliey were needed to show tiiat Germany 
was witliout scruple or ruth and that Aiistria- 
llungar.v was her ally ami aci-omplii-e. That had 
tK-i'ii demonstrated long before the Biissiau and 
ICoumaiiian treaties were forced uism thosi- coun- 
tries. and it was in conseijuenci- of President Wil- 
son’s conviction tliat Germany was di-lilx-rately con- 
spiring to enchain the world and overthrow democ 
racy that .\merica came into the war. 

Everytliing that Germany and Austria have done 
since has strengthened tliis conviction and so what 
Burian calls “tliis war of successful defense.’’ but 
which we call “this war of unsuci-essful offense’’ — 
for such it is now proving — has got to go on until, 
to turn Biirian’s words against himself, we have 
“s«-eured the enemy’s will to ix-ace,” that is to 
say, until he cries “Enough!’’ — New Y'ork Herald.

Premature statements and pledges regarding terms 
of iieace and -Vmerica’s determination to ask for 
nothing after fighting a long and costly war may 
eniliarrass our government when tlie day comes to 
rt-draw the map of the world and settle the claims 
of those who have Ix-en injured and des|iolled. 
Germany set the pace from the beginning and the 
Entente Allies are fighting in the style pre- 
s<TilK-d b.v the kaiser. They may decide to finish 
it in German style. 

If Germany wins a complete victory slie will de- 
mand an indemnit.v of at least $.'iU.0UU.U0U,l)UU from 
the I’nitcd States, and also supplies of cotton, 
Iilio.sphates. coplx-r, fisKlstuffs and whatever else 
she nee-ds at nominal prices. Such are tlie terms 
she has iniiHised on Itussia and Itoiimunia, and 
-\merica is the richest of all her victims, as she 
views the final outcome. As our casualty list, 
grows longer and our bills mount higher, our altru- 
ism will shrink and our desirr- for satisfaction in 
kind will grow. The I'nited States has not re- 
frained from taking sixiils of war in the past. 
Culiforuiu and the soulliwestern states are siioils 
of war. I’orto Uico, the Philippines and some 
small siK-cks on tlie map stu-.-k to our fingers after 
our little dispute with Spain. 

Germany has no territory that we could use to 
advantage, but we might bu.v a million tons of ixit- 
ash salts a year for lialf centurj' at pric«-s fixed by 
ourselves for a conim-Klity that Germany can pro- 
duce at $1."» a ton, and which has never lieen pro- 
duct-d elscwln-re for less than ten times that prict-. 
Southern cotton and tobacco growers could use vast 
quantities of cheap iiotash to good advantage. If 
this war lasts until the next presidential election 
and costs as much as we now anticipate, the tenqier 
of tlie .tmericau ix-ople may be such tiiat the slogan 
of the winners will be: “To the victors belong the 

siKiils.” Germany’s aims and practices in this war 
do not entitle lier to consideration. Her ix-ople 
stand behind the kaiser and eiix-ct to extract from 
us. They are told that America’s entrance into the 
struggle is the best thing for them that has hap- 
ixneil since the first shot was fired in Belgium, 
liecause they now have a foe rich enough to pay the 
bills. That is worth keeidng in mind wjien talking 
about altruistic terms of tx-ace. Why not play the 
game to tln’ finish according to the rules Germany 
laid down at the start? — New York Commercial. 



GERMANS IGNORANT OF WAR FACTS 



“Count Boon’s amazing conditions of a i>cacc that 
would meet tlie demands of tlie German government 
— a ‘iK-ace b.v negotiation’ — do not surprise ix-rsons 
who have been close to Germany in the last several 
months,’’ remarked A. T. Humphrey, a lawyer in 
Chicago, staying at the Washington, wlio has just 
returned from a trip of seven months, much of 
wliich was spent in Switzerland. “The ignorance 
of the German ix-ople regarding actual war condi- 
tions and the luirtioses of America is astounding. 
They know alisointely nothing of tlie truth. I had 
occasion fre-piently to interview Germans who 
crossed the border into Switzerland, and I made 
it my oliject to find out what they knew of tlie 
true situation. In every instance I found that they 
were profoundly ignorant. Tliey had no knowledge 
whatever of liow the I'nited Slates has progK-ssed 
in its preiiaration for war. They did not know that 
tlie German ships that were lying in the harlKirs had 
bt-en seized, and that they were now U-iiig used as 
traiisjiorts for Cnited States troops. Tliey were 
astonished wlieii 1 told them tliat America had close 
to l.OtJd.UOO men in France, and tliat we were pre- 
paring to put ail army of 5,000.000 in the field. 
Tliey hail Ixeii told that there were ix-rhaps 50.000 
.Vmericau soldiers in France, and tliat these wen- 
the riffraff of tlie army, brutal rowdies, untrained 
and irres|Kin.<ible; that the American government 
had bt-eu bluffing from the beginuiug and was con- 
tinuing to bluff. 

“Most of the Germans who go into Switzerland 
have to obtain siH-cial fiassiiorts, and for the most 
part the.v are business men, who are seeking recrea- 
tion with tlieir families from the stress of war. 
In my judgment, the time is opiiorfuue for an ex- 
tensive propaganda in Germany and Austria and 
Bussia, such as tlie Germans themselves have been 
carrying on right here in the United States.” — 
Washington I’ost. 



WHEN OUR INVENTORS FAILED 



jV little over a year ago every inventor, profes- 
sional and amateur, in the I'nited States, was 
thought to hr- working on some nieth<Kl of defeating 
the submarine. Curiosity was wlietted by tantaliz- 
ingly vague descriptions of tlie most amazing devices 
for destroying submarini-s or n-ndering them harm- 
less. The submarine has Ix-en renden-d ineffective 
partl 3 ’ by defensive and partly by offensive war- 
fart-, but chiefly b.v the construction of sliips. 
We have sent over l.tMMl.tHMi soldiers to France, with 
tlie loss of 391, who were on one vessel. Few sup- 
plies liave tx-t-ii lost through the submarines. The 
sinkings have been coniimratively few and the 
losses gem-rall.v were to American-bound vessels. 
But we owe little of this record to the inventors. 

Secretary Daniels and the Naval Consulting Board 
have issm-il a bulletin showing the fundamental er- 
rors of the inventors. Many made such delicatt-, 
complex instruments that tiiey could not be safely 
used in the liurry of battle. Ilundreils were based 
on erronemis Ix-liefs as to tlie eff»-ctiveness of mag- 
nets. A toriK-do weighing 3,500 iwiinds and traveling 
from twenty-five to forty-five miles an hour could 
not lx- deflee-ted to a great degree even if the 
magnet could bo used in time and usually the tor 
jH-do was fired without warning. Tlie submarine 
i-ompass is intentionally made immune to outside 
influenees. The pigin.v submarines proved worth- 
less, as one fit for service would weigh 300 tons. 
It would lx- difficult to jiiit one of tliese in opera- 
tion in a hurry. .Vll sorts of nets, ixintoons and 
bridges have been rejectixl. The really effective 
protective metluxls are thus summarized: Smoke 

screens, the blinding of enemy ix-riscoix-s by float- 
ing tliick, black clouds uixm the sea, camouflage 
paintings and, the most valuable of all, speed. The 
loss of vessels with a speed of fifte«-n knots or more 
is negligible, while nearly every slow vessel that 
has Ix.x’ii attacked has Ix-en sunk. The submarine 
has no ehaiici- when it shows itst-lf where airfilanes 
carrying depth bomlis or destroyers are around. 
Its chief method now is to stalk a slow ship until 
night, wlien its own visibilitj' is low and tlien 
make its attack. But vigilance is constantly re- 
ducing even this toll. — .St. Louis Globe-Demo<-rat.

VOTING OF OUR SOLDIERS OVERSEAS 



Tliere are already over 1,000,000 men in the 
.Vmericau forces abroad, of whom the greater num- 
Ix-r an- voters. By November ixissibly then- will 
lx- 3,00ti,000. In any circumstances, to take the 
vote of the soldiers in France must be a complicated 
problem. It becomes iucreasinglj' difficult as 
I’ershing’s anny increases in size. 

VVhile tile War department stands ready to assist 
the state authorities so far as fxissible in me«-ting 
the n-quirements of election laws, obviously its first 
care must be that uotliing siiall be done to interfere 
with active military oix-ratlons. Among so many 
states tile differences in election methods pruliibit 
the adoption of any uniform system for the army. 
State officials liave no ixiwer to surn-iider to the 
nillitar.v autliorlties the conduct of elections; the 
militarj’ cannot estaWish, as a matter of general 
coavenienw-, methods of voting that will be valid 
under state laws. No easj- way exists for clearing 
up the confusion. The Ix-st the War dciiartment can 
do in tlie circumstances is to prescribe certain gen- 
eral ruh-s to which the separate states must adjust 
themselves. In mail}' cases this no doubt will call 
for new legislation. In some easi-s, for lack of time 
to amend the presi-nt election laws, it will result 
in soldiers being deprived of tlie oiqxirtunity to 
vote. The situation Is conceivable where in a single 
reginient at the front the election laws of half a 
dozen states might apply, and in practice none of 
them operate successfully. 

Where a ci-rtain organization is made up chieflj' 
of qii.'ilifiisl voters of one state a fairly complete 
ixill may lx- Imd, but these conditions do not bj- 
any means fit the overseas forces as a whole. — New 
Y'ork World. 



MIRAGE OF NIAGARA FALLS 



With three other ix-rsons, wiio will bear witness 
to the truth of in.v statement, I was |iriviU-ged to 
enjo.v, without the preliminary of a journey there, 
a ix-rfect view of one of nature’s won-lers, Niagara 
Falls, and that from m.v lawn at this place, some 
170 miles distant from Niagara. 

Just before sunset on Saturdaj' evening, while 
adniiring a section of rainlxiw, my sight was 
arrested b.v a reflection uih)u the sky of as ix-rfect 
a representation of Niagara Falls as 1 ever saw 
liroduced uixin canvas or bj- i>liotograi>liy. 

Both the American and the Canadian falls were 
uumistakably distinct, clumps of tre«-s above tin- 
falls and a 1: rge building on the Canadian side were 
elearlj" in evidence, the turbulent water below the 
falls, with its attendant mist rising and falling 
like and ocean billow and other details were so 
truthfullj’ iKirtraj'ed as to leave no doubt in the 
uiinds of those who saw it that thej' were witness- 
ing that phenomenon known as a mirage. 

The ix-rsix-ctive was about tlie same as that ob- 
tained from the fixit of the incline plane, where so 
mail}' visitors to Niagara stand to be photographed 
with the falls for a background. 

As the sun sank toward the horizon the picture 
graduall.v faded from view, leaving but a bank of 
misty clouds. It lasted, however, fully five min- 
utes after it first attracted my notice. — Lxitter to 
the New York Times.
